Washington, Oct. 17 (#>.—The 


resignation of Elmer'F. Andrews 
as wage hour administrator to be 
succeeded by Colonel Philip Flem- 
ing of the Army Engineers, was 
announced today at the White 
House. 
Andrews' resignation 
was ef- 


fective yesterday. In a short 
time he will join the staff of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion. 
Fleming, who is now serving as 


district engineer for the army at 
St. Paul, Minn., will be detailed 


to the secretary of labor. She 
will assign him to be assistant to 
an acting wage-hour administra- 
tor who, until 
technically to 


Fleming is ready 
take full charge, 


will head the agency. 


Stephen Early, a presidential 


secretary, said Congress would be_ 
asked to change the statutes to 
permit Fleming to become ulti- 
mately the administrator of the 
wage-hour division. He will, how- 
ever, have full charge of the wage- 
hour work, even though technical- 
ly, he will be subordinate to the 
acting administrator for a time. 


Washington, Oct. 17 
President Roosevelt urged offi- 
cers of the Intergovernmental 
committee on political refugees 
today to speed the task of help- 
Ing 300,000 made homeless be- 
fore the European war began in 
order to be prepared to cope 
•with new problems when the 
current conflict ends. 


He called for "redoubled vig- 


or" because of the possibility of 
a refugee problem of "infinite- 
ly greater magnitude." 


Speaking at a luncheon for 


the officers, representing six 
countries, Mr. Roosevelt assert- 
ed that "when this ghastly war 
ends there may be not one mil- 
lion but ten million or twenty 
million" persons who will enter 
into the problem of the human 
refugee.

President asserted, Is to take 
care olVefugees who must find 
new homes in other countries as 
a result of dislocations before 
the current war began. 


International Conference 


Washington, Oct. 17 <#)—An 


international conference at 
the 


White House took up today a Ger- 
man Jewish 
refugee 
problem 


made urgent" by war and compli- 
cated by the plight of thousands 
of other Europeans seeking new 
homes. 


The executive committee of the 


inter-governmental committee on 
political refugees came here 
at 


the invitation of President Roose- 
velt, who was chosen to preside. 


Lord 
Winterton, 
committee 


chairman, and Sir Herbert Emer- 
son, secretary, were- here 
from 


London, Paul Van Zeeland, for- 
mer premier of Belgium, attend- 
ed in his capacity as president of 
the Coordinating Foundation, a 
corporation working with the in- 
ter-governmental committee for 
the mass settlement of Jewisn 
refugees. 


The executive committee of the 


inter-governmental group is com- 
posed of representatives of 
six 


nations — United States, Great 
Britain, France, Argentina, Brazil 
and the Netherlands. 
The inter- 


governmental committee repre- 
sents 32 nations and was formed 
on the ' initiative of President 
Roosevelt and Secretary Hull. 


Taylor II. S. Delegate 


The American delegate is My- 


ron C. Taylor, former head of the 
United States Steel Corporation, 
who is vice-chairman of the inter- 
governmental committee. 


The executive committee had 


before it the following' special 
problems raised by the war: 


Britain and France, among the 


principal aids in the refugee work, 
are centering all their efforts on 
the war. 


Germany, which had agreed to 


an orderly emigration of 175,000 
Jews a year, intends to keep the 
men and young women for war 
work and let out only old women 
and children. But other nations 
do not want old women and chil- 
dren. 


Germany needs all her foreign 


currency for war purchases and 
cannot give emigrating Jews any 
loreign money. Also, her steam- 
ship lines, which carried Jews to 
other countries without the neces- 
sity 
for purchasing 
steamship 


Tickets in foreign currency, are 
shut down. 


Other Refugees 


Other peoples besides the Ger- 


man Jews now are 
refugees. 


Among them are more than 100,- 
000 Spaniards who have gone to 
France, thousands of Poles driven 
into Rumania and 
the 
Baltic 


states, and nearly 2,000,000 Polish 
Jews under German domination. 
The conference expected to decide 
whether to enlarge the work of 
the inter-governmental committee 
to include other peoples, although 
its original mandate specified only 
German political refugees. 


Britain, France, Belgium, the 


Netherlands and Switzerland have 
140,000 German Jews who were 
received as temporary residents. 
The inter-governmental commit 
tee will seek to find permanent 
settlements for them overseas.

Tons of Potash Near

Three men riding on a tractor- 


trailer escaped serious injury this 
morning about 5:30 o'clock in a 
most unusual accident on RosofFs 
Hill, Marlborough. 
As a Dodge 


tractor-trailer 
loaded with 13 


tons of potash was 
traveling 


south on route 9-W a rear 
left 


shoe on the 
tractor blew out 


causing the heavily loaded ve 
hide to swing to the left out of 
control of the driver. The heavily 
loaded truck went down a 40 foot 
embankment on the 
Joe Mc- 


Laughlin property east of the 
road after breaking off 12 guard 
rails. 


On its way down the bank the 


trailer struck a maple tree about 
9 inches in size, breaking off the 
tree and continued on down the 
bank. The tractor unhitched from 
the trailer and continued on about 
20 feet from the loaded trailer 
which burst into flames when the 
load exploded. The trailer and its 
load were completely 
destroyed 


despite the 
efforts of the Marl- 


borough fire department. 


The tractor landed on its top 


and the roof of the cab was crush- 
ed in. Three men comprising the 
crew were able to crawl out 
through a window.

Washington, Oct. 17 UK — 


Senator Maloney (D., Conn.)

The assertion was made in a 


speech prepared by the stocky, 
bespectacled New Englandcr to 
announce his support of the ad- 
ministration's neutrality propos- 
als, including repeal of the arms 
embargo. 
"Like other members of Con- 


gress," Maloney said, "I have 
undergone harsh criticism and 
have suffered political and phy- 
sical threats." 
He did not go into detail as 


to the nature and sources of the 
threats or against whom, other 
than himself, they had been di- 
rected. 


Walsh Makes Plea 


Washington, Oct. 17 (#>.—Sen- 


ator Walsh (D-Mass) told his col- 
.eagues today that repeal of the 
arms embargo might bring the 
European war "right to our front 
door" with submarines and war- 
planes operating off this country's 
coast to sink munition-laden ships. 


The 
Massachusetts 
Senator, 


chairman of the naval affairs com- 
mittee, took the floor at the open- 
ing of the twelfth day's debate on 
administration 
neutrality legisla- 


tion to urge that this country's ef- 
forts be directed toward building 
up its armed strength and preserv- 
ing its strict neutrality. 


"Instead of spending time and 


energy adopting legislation, which 
will make us as unneutral and 
partisan before the world, destroy 
aur moral influence as neutrals, 
and ultimately surely involve us," 
he declared, "we should be giving 
our attention 
to building up a 


strong impregnable defense, an 
army, navy and aid force greater 
than any in the world, a system 
of national defense embodying an 
enlarged army and navy, adequate 
coastal 
fortifications, 
anti-air- 


craft that will compel respect 
from all nations and insure com- 
plete protection against any event- 
uality which develops out of the 
chaos and disorder of Europe and 
Asia."

Cruiser Southampton Is Struck by Nazi Bomb 


Berlin, Oct. 17 CflP)—The Ger- 


man supreme command announced 
today that French troops had re- 
tired from "the greatest part" of 
the German territory they have 
been occupying outside the Sieg- 
fried Line since the 
first 
two 


weeks of the war. 


"In the course of the day yes- 


terday," a 
communique 
said, 


"French troops evacuated 
the 


greatest part of German terri- 
tory they hitherto had occupied 
in front of our fortifications and 
retreated to and across the bor- 
der." 


Commenting upon the German 


air raid on the British naval base 
in the Firth of Forth yesterday, 
the 
communique added 
"that 


English naval forces wore suc- 
cessfully attacked again" and that 
two warships had "sustained bomb 
hits of the heaviest caliber." 


"This success was obtained de- 


spite the heaviest defense of the 
enemy by anti-aircraft fire and 
pursuit planes," the communique 
declared. 
At the same time the supreme 


command said a German sub- 
marine commander had disclosed 
that the sinking of the British 
battleship Royal Oak and the re- 
ported torpedoing of the battle 


raiser Repulse occurred in Scapa 
'low Bay, off the north coast of 
Jcotland. (It was there that the 
rews of German warships scut- 
led their vessels 
during the 


World War after their surrender 
o the British fleet—opening the 
ea cocks while under the guard 
if British men of war.

Olson to Put Official Seal on Release 
Order for Mooney's Pal, W. K. Billings 


San Francisco, Oct. 17 Iff).— 


Governor Culbert L. Olson returns 
to Sacramento today to put the 
official seal on a release order ex- 
pected to make Warren K. Billings 
a free man early this afternoon, 
after 23 years behind bars. 


Billings, with Tom Mooney, was 


convicted of murder for the San 
Francisco preparedness day bomb- 
ing in 1916 
Ten were killed and 


40 injured that day on Market 
street. 
The governor commuted Bil- 


lings' life sentence to time served 
yesterday, upon recommendation 
by a majority of the state Supreme 
Court, which previously had acted 
adversely on both Mooney's and 
Billings' cases. 
The governor 


asked for a pardon recommenda- 
tion, but a letter from Chief Jus- 
tice William H. Waste said a ma- 
jority of members would recom- 


mend commutation only. 


Olson could not pardon Billings 


outright, as he did Mooney, be- 
cause a prior conviction, for trans- 
porting dynamite, stood 
against 


Billings. But because Billings was 
not prosecuted as a repeated 
offender, the governor said legal 
advisors had told him he might 
still pardon the man even without 
Supreme Court recommendation. 


"I'm 
not sure how I feel; I 


haven't heard anything official 
yet." declared the prisoner last 
night by telephone from Folsom 
prison to his lawyer, George T. 
Davis, here. 
, . 
Billings was never a labor lead- 


er, like Mooney. In 
prison he 


learned a watchmaker's trade and 
repaired the prison clocks. 


Mooney wired his "heartiest 


congratulations" from Pittsburgh, 
Pa., where he has cancelled part of 
a sneaking tour because of illness. 


Hungary Clamps 
Down on Papers 


Govern me nt Confiscates 


Long List of Printed 


Publications Today 


Budapest, 
Oct. 17 
Iff).—The 


Hungarian government clamped 
down on Nazi pamphleteers to- 
day, 
ordering confiscation of a 


long list of publications it termed 
"incitive"—including a pamphlet 
on Adolf Hitler's Danzig speech. 


Among the banned titles were 


"Reflect, Brethren," "In Fire and 
in Blood," "Hungarian Justice," 
"English Politicians," "Justice in 
Palace and Hovel," and a book of 
verse. 


The country remained calm fol- 


lowing yesterday's jailing of 140 
members of the outlawed Nazi 
"death legion," who. it was charg- 
ed, planned to overthrow the gov- 
ernment and assassinate 17 of 
their 
opponents and the more 


moderate Nazi leaders. 


While the secret police sought 


others connected with the alleged 
plot, all news of the incident was 
kept from the general public. No 
mention of it was made on the 
radio, and not one of Hungary's 35 
newspapers was permitted by the 
censor to print even the bare an- 
nouncement of the arrests. Only 
one paper carried a report of the 
pamphlet confiscation order.

ONLY ONE QUESTION 


This fall the voters of Kingston go to the 


polls to select the head of the city govern- 
ment for the ensuing two years. There is 
only one question that can be raised in this 
election and that is whether the city has 
been well,governed or not. 


The other night Mayor C. J. Heiselman, 


who is a candidate to succeed himself on the 
Republican ticket, outlined briefly what his 
administration had accomplished. To check 
his statements it is only necessary to go to 
the records, and they prove that the city has 
been exceptionally well governed. 


Under the Heiselman administration the 


financial credit of the city has been kept 
unimpaired. The city's bonds are sold at the 
lowest interest rate in the history of Kings- 
ton. 


Tax rates are the lowest in ten years, and 


they have been kept lowered without resort- 
ing to any decrease in municipal service. In 
fact the records show that municipal service 
has been constantly improved and bettered 
each year. 


The police and fire departments are 


equipped with the most modern equipment to 
carry on their work. The fire department 
has had a new and modern fire alarm system 
installed and the fire fighting equipment has 
been brought up to dale. 


In the Board of Public Works new and 


modern snow removal equipment has been 
added and the city is now prepared to handle 
any storm during the winter that 'might 
occur. 


Two new schools have been built and added 


to the education system of the city. Sports 
lovers have been provided with a stadium, 
one of the finest of any city the size of 
Kingston in the state. 


It is also interesting to note that city taxes 


have not been lowered by the expedient of 
boosting the assessment. The records show 
that the assessments have been materially 
reduced throughout the city, and that every 
assistance has been afforded property owners 
to pay their taxes. 


Under the Heiselman administration the 


system of paying delinquent taxes by the 
instalment plan was adopted and has proven 
a success, giving relief to many hard pressed 
property owners. 


The question the voters have to decide this 


year is whether they want a continuation of 
lower taxes, better municipal services and a 
businesslike administration of city affairs.

election of Mayor Heiselman by the largest 
.majority ever before given him.

HOW END UNEMPLOYMENT? 


Depression and unemployment are a little 


like hen and egg. It is hard to say which 
came first. Some people have held that de- 
pression caused unemployment and that the 
latter would disappear with the former. 
Others have held that increasing unemploy- 
ment deepened the depression and that we'll 
never get rid of the latter until the former 
is ended. Relief, they doubtless agree, follows 
both, but others remind us that relief has 
always been necessary for part of the popu- 
lation, greater or smaller, according to the 
amount of unemployment and the degree of 
prosperity or depression. 


Now, however, we are looking for the basic 


causes underlying all three. The importance 
of this search is emphasized by the repeated 
statement of responsible persons that good 
times, which look nearer today than they 
have for years past, will scarcely make a 
dent in the nation's total unemployment. 
Isador Lubin, commissioner of labor statis- 
tics, says it will take a tremendous boom to 
absorb any large fragment of the unem- 
ployed in the near future, a "push many 
times greater than any of us expect." 


If this is so, our task of social and economic 


adjustment is barely begun, but its urgency is 
clear.

A BLOOD BUILDING DIET 


Now that liver and liver extract are being used 


so much in anaemia you are not hearing or reading 
so much about remedies to enrich the blood. Un- 
fortunately also you do not hear or read so much 
about blood making foods as formerly, yet the right 
kinds of food may be all that is necessary to bring 
the'blood up to normal strength. 


In former days, the strength of the blood was 


estimated by the amount of iron contained m the 
red corpuscles and -this is still very important, but 
in many casei. of anaemia the great need is the 
substance- which matures or develops the red cor- 
puscles themselves. It is this substance—found in 
liver _ which increases the number and completes 
the development of the red corpuscles. As long as 
liver or liver extract is taken, the strength of the 
blood ts maintained. 
- 
It is these two substances—iron and the sub- 


stance found in liver—that are in general use in 
anaemia. 
Dr. M. M. Wintrobe, Baltimore, in New Interna- 


tional' Clinics, after outlining the various types, 
causes, and methods of treatment of anaemia, says: 


"A good diet is a very necessary help in anaemia. 


Proteins—meat, eggs, fish, cercalse—and iron are 
needed for the formation of haemoglobin and also 
certain vitamins. All these substances can be given 
in the form of natural foods to which is added, in 
some cases, brewers' yeast. The diet should include 
whole liver, kidney and red meats, eggs, fruits such 
as apricots, peaches, prunes, apples, grapes and 
raisins; vegetables Mich as beet greens, spinach, 
cabbage, asparagus and lettuce: and whole gram 
cereals." 
The thought then in the prevention or correction 


of anaemia is to undergo examination by your 
phvsician and dentist, so that no underlying in- 
fection is allowed to reduce the strength of your 
blood, and to eat the foods mentioned above as they 
are rich in iron, minerals, and vitamins. 


Most physicians would recommend also that 


dairy products—milk, cream, butter, cheese—be 
eaten daily as they are strong factors in preventing 
infection—a frequent cause of anaemia.

She was build at Sleights- 
burgh in 1870 with a hull measur- 
ing 55 feet long, breadtrf of team 
20 feet, depth of hold five feet sev- 
en inches, gross tonnage of 51, 
and net tonnage of 30. The en- 
gines of the "John P. Sleight" 
were overhauled by John Dillon 
of Rondout. 


When the first chain ferry was 


placed in service she was nick- 
named "Skillypot," a corruption of 
an old Dutch word meaning .tor- 
toise which was well adapted to 
the vessel which gave the-appear- 
ance of a turtle swimming leisure- 
ly on the surface of the water. 
This nickname was transferred to 
the "Riverside" and remained in 
common usage with local folk un- 
til the ferry made her last run. 
The "Riverside" was also known 
as the "Other Side" by many 
travelers, because usually when 
one appeared on the shore to ride 
on the ferry she would be at the 
other side of the creek. 


The "Riverside" was owned and

After operat- 
ing the council for a full year on 
$7,000, the balance of 51,300 was 
J*pent 'to pay off part of our in- 
debtedness. so that we face the 
coming year with only $2,600. Our 
flans are to operate the council 
tm a budget of $7,300 and use any 
amount which we raise over that 
io reduce- the indebtedness.

The 
Forst truck and the milk truck 
collided first and the defendants 
dispute the question as to which 
truck was responsible for the 
damage to the plaintiff's car. The 
Forst truck struck the plaintiff's 
car after the milk truck and the 
packing company truck had first 
collided. 


The plaintiff seeks damages on 


the theory that their truck was 
in no way responsible for the 
crashf At the time of the accident 
there" was a widening operation

road. The plaintiff's car was pro- 
ceeding northerly. The milk truck 
proceeding south passed around 
the shovel and Mack truck on the 
left of the highway and the Forst 
Company claims struck the Forst 
car causing it to strike in turn the 
plaintiff's car.

outposts had been drawn back to 
prepared defensive positions in the 
face of the advancing Germans. 


Military advices said the Ger- 


man army threw a full division of 
more than 10,000 men into its first 
assault yesterday morning on a 
four-mile sector in the Moselle 
river valley.
